With a 
caseload and a frantic schedule 
that would send 3a Psychiatrist 
screaming to the couch for analy- 
sis，she achieves a_ great personal 
reward when she sees a young boy 
made“healthier and happier ”be- 
cause of the_ concerned involve- 
ment of a “big brother.” 

The Big Brother organization， 
with its 60-year history in the U.S. 
and 15 years in the Bay Area, is a 
Private social agency whose origi- 
nal idqea was to Provide fatherless 
boys with an older companion to 
help give the boy meaningful guid- 
ance. Now the service has been exX- 
tended to those families who have 
both parents working，where the 
father has little time to spend with 
the son. The older Person Provides 
male companionship for the boy 
and after the relationship becomes 
more natural，guidance in impor- 
tant or personal matters is given. 

According to Miss Chang，big 
brothers are matched with the 
younger boys, ages 7 to 17,after a 
careful screening Process that 
takes into _ account the type of 
personalities involved (“a boy with

Early this year，ACS submitted 
a 有 50,000 proposal to the Crusade 
to maintain and expand its inter- 
Preter and referral services for 
elderly Asians and immigrants. 人 
Survey conducted last year by 
ACS indicated that existing city， 
county and state agencies in Sacra- 
mento were woefully inadequate 
in the services provided to these 
two groups. 

Under the ACS proposal a fulL- 
time sta 人 f would be hired for the 
Senior Citizens Center，including 
Japanese and Chinese referral co- 
ordinators and senior citizen co- 
ordinators. 

The proposail also provided allo- 
cations for a translation service， 
senior citizen field trips，office 
supplies and equipment, and rent.

STRANGE DEATH OF 
A JAPANESE COED 


IOKYO 一 The mysterious sui- 
cide of a young member of a 
“Japanese-Chinese-” Students 
Friendship Association”goodwill 
mission while touring the Chinese 
mainland recently has raised spec- 
ulations and indignation among 
schojlastic circles here. 

The 45-member mijssion，after 
touring the Chinese cities of Can- 
ton，Changsha, Shanghai, Sian and 
Yeman, returned here on Septem- 
ber 5，with only 44. Mieko So， 
25-year-old coed from the 玉 onan 
Women's College of Tokyo，fell 
下 ve stories to her death in the wee 
hours of August 25, at ahostel in 
Sian. 

When notified， Mieko's aged 
father，a professor at 攻 onan，im- 
Imediately went to the Japanese 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs to in- 
quire about the cause of his 
daughter's death. He was told that 
Mieko committed suicide，but was 
not given any further explana- 
tions. 

When the mission returned to 
Tokyo，Ohara Teruhisa，head of 
the mission，told newsmen at the 
airport that“Mieko jumped from 
a window on the fourth or the 
fifth floor of a Sian hostel.”He 
refused to give further details. Not 
a Word about the suicide_ was car- 
ried by any Japanese newspaper. 
It was generally believed that the 
Foreign Ministry deliberately 
blocked the report of this story-. 

Mieko's father has pointed out 
that he simply could not think of 
any Teason Why his daughter 
would take her own jlife. “She 
was in perfect health， and had al- 
ways been a cheerful and outgoing 
girl he said. “ITI am very much 
dissatisfied with the way the For- 
elgn Ministry and the Japanese 
news media handled the story of 
her death.”

Lee, a Jersey City library- worker， 
was awarded patent no. 3,626,368 
last weekfor his Chinese-character- 
reading machine: He says his ma- 
chine will need no more than 15 
Photocells to decipher Chinese 
characters, of which between 5000 
and 10,000 are generally used. 


His aim has been to develop low- | 
cost and _ simple equipment for | 
English as well as other languages. | 
He knows of no other device that 


will read Chinese. 

Amatrix of photocells views the 
letter or figure to be idqentified 
and determines，from the areas 
where “writing” appears，which 
stored chart shall be used. From 
this chart，which may be made up 
of an alphabet, the machine then 
picks out the specific character. 

Mr. Lee has an experimental 
model of his machine, but it is not 
in production. He was born in 
mainland China，worked as a re- 
Porter in Taiwan，and has degrees 
in journalism and library science 
from American universities.

In 1964，my wife and I were 
invited to teach English in Peking's 
FEirst Forelign Languages Institute. 
We had no fears about ouUr recep- 
tion by the Chinese. Ping-pong 
diplomacy may have Ushered in 3 
new _ era in Sino-American state 
relattons，but we knew there had 
been a long and continuous his- 
tory of Americans who were in- 
volved in the Chinese revolution. 

~ Sid Engst, a farmer from upstate 
NewYork (still living and working 
in Peking today) was in charge of 
the Red Army's cattle herds when 
Mao made his _ strategic retreat 
from Yenan in 1947. An American 
writer，Agnes Smedley，lived and 
marched with the Communists” 
8th Route Army on their arduouas 
campaigns in the 1930s. 了 dgar 
Snow, an American journalist， was 
the first to report to the world on 
Mao Tse-tung's guerrilla govern- 
Ient when it was hidden in the 
barren hills of Shensi province in 
1937. A U.S. Marine officer, 了 vans 
Carlson，spent Inany months with 
the red guerrilla armies (then fight- 
ing the Japanese) and returned to 
the U.S. to pattern WWILITs Marine 
raider battalions on what he had 
seen。 Among these Americans， 
who over the last thirty years had 
hejped and supported the Chinese 
revolution， were doctors，Pphysi- 
cists， economists，teachers，and 


many others 人 (both white and 
black). 

We arrived in Peking with our 
three teen-age Sons in the fall of 
1964，during that tense period 
just _ after President Johnson un- 
leashed the first air attacks .On 
North Vietnam. A few weeks be- 
fore our arrival, Marshal Chen Yi， 
China's dynamic foreign minister， 
had given a speech to Peking's for- 
eign community saying that the 
Chinese were prepared for an at- 
tack by the United :States from 
the south，the Russians from the 
north and the Japanese frorma the 
east.“Let them all come，he said. 
“If mnecessary the Chinese people 
will give up some of their cities， 
retreat to the hills and fight for a 
hundred years.” 

Yet，China seemed very calm. 
Despite a universal awareness of 
the threat symbolized by the mear- 
ness of the U.S. 7th Fleet，the 
stockpjle of nuclear warheads on 
Okinawa，and the Polaris -sub- 
marines off the China coast, there 
was no Sense of panic. The nation 
had pulled itself through the hard 
years 959-61 when drought， 
floodq, Russian economic sabotage， 
and government planning mistakes 
had merged to confront the Chi- 
nese with severe economic prob- 
lems and food shortages. IThose 
were the days when the American 
journalist Joseph Alsop enthusi- 
astically predicted that China was 
facing mass starvation. But there 
was no famine. Seven hundred 
million Chinese，in an Unprece- 
dented display of collective will， 
utilized their commune organiza- 
tions，shared out each grain of 
rice，and bent their backs to re- 
pair the damage，JIn 1963，the 
grain crop was sufficient; in 1964， 
good; and，within a year of our 
arrival, excellent: 

October 1964 was an exciting 
month for newly arrived Ameri- 
cans。 Peking，vibrant in the clear， 
cool autumn air was filledq with 
visiting delegations from all over 
the world.

More- 
over，we increased the number of 
Police cars patrolling around the 
critical districts。 We did a great 
job indeed，but due to the finan- 
cial Situation，we cannot continue 
such_ Projects.

Sergeant continued, “It js not the 
highest number of robberies and 
killings of grocers，if we compare 
this year with the records in the 
past. In 1969，we had ten such 
cases OcCcurring im a few months-. 
Moreover，Chinese own “corner 


groceries，they are the _ natural 
spots for robberies. Nevertheless， 
we in the police department never 
discriminate against any group of 
People in the society. 

“However” he continued， “Since 
we recognize that Some Chinese 
have a language Piroblem in com- 
municating with us，we started 3 
Program last year to train most of 
the policemen working in the 
Chinatown -area to _ learn spoken 
Chinese. It is a prograrm 1lasting 
forty-eight weeks and we are stil] 
continuing with it.” 

To _ protect the large Chinese 
community in San Francisco，it 
would seem advisable to under- 
stand some Chinese culture，and 
most imnportantiy，to have Some 
Chinese Policemen. With regard to 
this，the sergeant said，“Unfor- 
tunately，today we have only a 
handfulof Chinese policemen . 
There is a Problem here because 
most Chinese are not big enough 
to Pass the physical requirements 
we have. However，we have tried 
to lower these requirements and 
we are hoping that more Chinese 
will come and join us.”
